Dear Mr. Newman: 

I am taking the liberty of enclosing copies of the varieties using 
your numbering systems which I propose to include in the forthcoming 
check list. I realize that khserx these may shortly become obsoleted 
by your new forthcoming publications but I hope to leave srsce for 
individual additions as they become apparent. I do not think it 
would be -proper to include die combinations presently unknown to the 
collectors which ha^ejnot been published, I would value vour 
corrections and comments very much. 

I propose to omit, on the check list, series which have not yet been 
classified by die combination numbers and those coins and series which 
are by themselves so rare or unobtainable that a check list would 
serve flitility in aiding an individual to remember what he has or has 
not. I would value your comments on this. 

The Connecticut project has had the good forture of having another 
group of Photos finished .bvjhhe ANS, although all of the 1788 and 
part of the Ulr ,.faosser informed me at .ANS last month that 

the total cost to me would be between $200 and $300, 

I know that you once advised me against making and selling plates, 
but in view of this and other costs, I really and sincerely feel 
that I must issue plates to help bail out of this financially. I now 
propose to make plates on a progressive basis stst starting with the 
1785 now and the balance as they can be done. The 1785 can be nicely 
handled with 2 8” x 10” plates., one for the obverses • one'fpr the 
reverses. / ^E^stprl am lacking good or acceptable shots of Obv ft and 
Reverses A(2), Dy E, F(3), and 0(2). I have no Obv. 4(2) I wonder 

if it re^vUv exists„ 

Some of the 1785 Miller die numbers certainly seem to have been 
recut from others. It would sure be nice to have DEFINITIONS of 
what a die variety is and is not.

Dear Mr. Newman: 

The reason for not now needing all of the dies which I mentioned 
I needed of 1785 was because I have borrowed some of these 
coins to -photograph from Vlack which I think will be acceptable 
for all the missing dies except Obv. 4(2) which I had planned 
to omit on the plates. When I photographed Vlacks collection 
originally I did not photograph any of the 1785 's as I was at 
the time expecting delivery of the 1785 ’s from ANS and my 
approach to the task was then not very systematic ( not that I 
have improved much since.’). 

My original motives for working on the Connecticut plates was 
( 1 )Numismatic creativity , ( 2 ) I fly personal need for plates for 
attribution, (3) Numismatic prestige as publisher of the plates 
and ( 4 ) financial profit. As I will not now do the plates per 
your recommendation, most of the motivation has been removed. 

I do not especially enjoy the photography part of it in itself. 

As far as being the Controller of the accumulation of all the 
photos of the dies, I am no longer interested in having this 
position. I thought of s nding Ned Barnsley all the ’'hotogra-vhy 
I have but I want to check with you first as you may want me to 
send it to you. I have hundreds of negatives and prints of the 
Conn, cents of ANS, Keller, Vlack, Craige and Barnsley and a few 
rarities from ray ex-stock. What do you wish? 

Naturally I shall be willing to supply ^hoto work to either you 
or Ned on dies which are still needed, as needed, if the coins 
can be sent to me, 

I understand that this decision eliminates any small, claim that 
I might have had to co-authorship or acknowledgement in your 
forthcoming book.

Perhaps 
they could be printed in a CONTACT STRIP,as some photo processors 
us§ and this might be sent to Keller who could identify them very 
cuickly even though they are smaller than actual size as I photographed 
them in order and I think it would be an easy matter for him to go 
through it.

Thank you for your letters of October 15. 

Thank you very much for the information on the Mass. Colonial Note. 

I made the photstat directly from the note which was on a paper 
which is typical of colonial notes, that is with theline maeks 
on it. Unfortunately, Ih do not know what laid paper is. I sold the 
note for a friend in Jersey and have been wondering if I inadvert- 
intly sold a counterfeit. 

I have started to read your 1804 Dollar book and it makes me feel 
very humble. I wish I were really qualified to comment on it. 

When I took the various Conn, pictures I gave the story that M I 
was merely making a set of plates and later neglected to mention 
that some of them might play a more significant role such as 
being used for illustration in your forthcoming work. I assumed 
that all would be delighted to have any of them appropriately 
included in a major work. The oversight and error is fully mine 
and I will take the blame. I have no information that anyone 
"intended to withhold" them from the project but rather ihxx their 
transmittal to you was unauthorized. Perhaps the felling is merely 
one of pride or resentment of the apparent arbitrary handling of their 
fchx data, I do not know. 

In any event, the indications given to me were, I must assume, in 
confidence. I^ must not under any conditions knowingly betray a 
confidence, stated or implied, which seems important or trivial. 

According^ I withdraw my request for the return of the negatives for 
the purpose of returning them to the respective individuals. I cannot 
satisfy your requirement of the names or motives of the individuals 
and cannot expect you to satisfy my attempt to appease some of these 
friends.

The enormous pressures of the reprint book business demand, that 
we proceed with the reprint of the Stewart lint History book 
without the new foreword that you are in the process of writing 
for us. This is regrettable to us in the sense that the work 
loses this new material, but things have not been as well as one 
would hope in the reprinting of numismatic books and we simply 
must keep producing new r reference books if we are to stay in 
business much longer. If the Stewart foreword happens to be 
completed, we would very much like to have it for inclusion in 
our next printing of the book, likely a few years away. 

The Noe anthology, which includes your work, is now off the press 
and it is a very presentable affair. Your copy will shortly be 
received. Let me know if you require additional copies. This 
reprint, I believe, represents the first reprint where the pic¬ 
tures were reproduced using a 300 ~li n ® screen. This screen is 
so fine that it virtually matches the original collotype in re¬ 
solution. This book gives a really good idea of the type of 
thing we want to do in numismatics. 

We are planning a reprint of Miller on Connecticut cents with 
an addendum by Barnsley showing the additions and deletions since 
Miller's time, a price guide, a new foreword and a virtually 
complete set of die illustrations. I recall, although dimly, 
that my personal intention to publish plates of this series in 
the early 1960 s was knocked in the head since it tended to di¬ 
lute the work you were about to publish on the same subject. 

I hope that our intention now does not pose the same set of 
problems and I would hope that our talents as a publisher are 
considered more complementary than competitive. I only mention 
this now in an attempt to ward off any possible problems in the 
Connecticut reprint. 

Marts' book on New Jersey has just gone to the printer.
